hortly after her well-received appear- 

ance at this year's ACFF, Claudia 
Christian took time out to sit down with 
The Centaurian Sentinel for the first 
of what we hope will be many inter- 
views. 
Centaurian Sentinel: Being part of a 
popular science fiction show usually 
results in a relationship that exists 
nowhere else in the entertainment 
world. How has this unique form of 
stardom affected you (with the con- 
ventions, the fan mail, the on-line 
forums, etc.}? 
Claudia Christian: \Vell, unfortu- 
nately I'm not very proficient with com- 
puters, so | haven't been able to 
actively surf the net, looking up BABY- 
LON 5 information, on-line letters, e- 
mail and so forth. Although Joe 
Straczynski has made me aware of it 
and our producer, John Copeland has 
given me the e-mail responses from 
fans. It's really flattering and it’s touch- 
ing, and | think that a difference 
between science fiction fans and regu- 
lar fans is that science fiction fans def- 
initely have more intelligence. They're 
very bright, very caring and very dedi- 
cated to the show - and that’s the 
most important thing. It hasn't affect- 
ed my life in any adverse way, because 
nobody has been anything but polite and 
nice. 
CS: Were you aware of what you were 
getting yourself into by taking the role of 
Ivanova? 
CC: | really had no idea, because | wasn't 
a big fan of science fiction. Not that | don’t 
like it, or didn't like it, | just wasn’t aware 
of it. . . we didn’t watch television as chil- 
dren in our family (my brothers and |). | 
wasn't aware of the genre, and it is so 
huge now. | was not aware of the enormity 
of the popularity, and the amount of fans 
that this would have, however, | was pre- 
pared for it because | have done a lot of 


international films. lve done other televi- 
sion shows that have been moderately 
successful, so it doesn’t bother me at all, 
it's part of the job. 

CS: In your career, you've played some 
really provocative and cutting edge charac-

ters. How does Susan Ivanova compare 
with some of your previous roles? 

CC: | think lvanova’s my favorite charac- 
ter, because she’s intelligent and disci- 
plined, she’s also sardonic, sarcastic, wry. 
She's very serious and bright without los- 
ing her sense of humor which | find a very 
redeeming quality in anybody. She doesn’t 
really compare with anybody that I’ve ever 
played, unless you would combine Hexina 
with maybe the lawyer that | played on 
Shannonss Deal. You get the intelligence 
with the craziness. 

CS: What is your favorite episode? 

CC: | think "TKO" is my favorite episode 
because it allowed me to actually do some 


serious dramatic acting; | got to work with 
Theodore Bikel and it was very satisfying. 
CS: When you were initially seen for the 
role as Babylon 5’s second-in-command 
what were your first impressions? Was 
Ivanova pretty well defined, or was she a 
"clean slate"? 

CC: Actually, according to Joe, | 
walked in and he knew that | was the 
one he wanted. They had seen hun- 
dreds of people and apparently | just 
walked in and did it. | went in and the 
same day got the job . 

CS: No waiting period? 

CC: | went in at noon, got called 
back at three, and got the job that 
night and that was it. Then, | had to 
make a decision whether to commit 
the next five years of my life to some- 
thing that | really wasn’t aware of. 
However, they sent me three scripts 
and | loved the character and | loved 
the writing and | think JMS is brilliant. 
So | jumped on board. 

CS: What do you think you brought 
into the part? 

CC: | think | brought humor into the 
part because initially it wasn’t written 
that way. I’m sure that Joe, on down 
the line, may have put in that, but he 
tells me himself that just by observing 
me on the set, and watching my 
antics and so forth . . . it slightly 
altered the character, and made her 
a little bit more sarcastic and funny. 

CS: There’s something that has been the 
subject of a lot of rumor and speculation 
amongst fans, and that concerned the 
relationship between Ivanova and Talia 
Winters. Now without giving anything 
away, how do you feel the relationship 
between Talia and Ivanova has evolved and 
where do you think it is going? 

CC: ls this on the record or off the 
record? ‘cause | know the answer to that. 
CS: Well.. . (long pause), let’s keep it on 
the record. 

CC: Ivanova and Talia’s relationship has 
gone from archenemies, to somewhat 
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friends to a different relationship that will 
resolve itself in the last four episodes (of 
the second season). 

CS: Having served under two different 
commanders, how does Ivanova compare 
her relationship with Captain Sheridan and 
Commander Sinclair? 

CC: Completely different. Ivanova worked 
under Sheridan before at the transfer 
point off lo. That gave us a past, a back- 
ground and | think it was a very friendly 
relationship. We're obviously very warm 
and trusting of each other and we're 
friends. Whereas Sinclair and Ivanova did- 
n't know each other prior or had a previ- 
ous relationship. | think they had a good 
professional relationship, | think it’s just a 
little more relaxed with Sheridan. It has 
allowed Ivanova to take on more responsi- 
bilities because Sheridan doesn’t want to 
do those things, whereas Sinclair had his 
hands in everything. Now | get to do 
more, which is more satisfying. 

CS: The departure of Michael O'Hare 
caught many fans by surprise, as did the 
arrival of Bruce Boxleitner. How did all this 
strike you? 

CC: | know that in television and film, 
things change. In a television series, char- 
acters come and go, and with Joe 
Michael Straczynski you never know what's 
going to happen or what's behind the 
door. A lot of things are done for political 
reasons and a lot of things are done sim- 
ply for the dynamics of the show; some 
chemistry works and some doesn't; some- 
times the fans demand something and the 
writers and producers make the changes 
and | think this was a combination of all 
the above. For me, | like both men; I’m 


having a hell of a time working with Bruce, 
he’s a great guy, he’s a wonderful working 
partner (from actor to actor), because 
he’s very loose and 
very giving and he’s a 
very nice man. This 
season is a little more 
relaxed. 

CS: What is the best 
part of your working 
experience on the set 
BABYLON 5?

Claudia was able to break out of Ivanova’s serious 
character during the second season, as demon- 
strated in her comical "boom-shaka-laka” scene. 
CC: The people, the cast, and the crew 
definitely, they are the most extraordinary 
group of people | have ever worked with. 
They're kind-hearted, generous, and funny. 
I'm just having a ball with Peter Jurasik, 


Andreas Katsulas — everybody is nice. 
Bruce and | get along great, | just really 
enjoy the people, the crew is really excep- 
tional; that’s the 
most important 
part, because 
everyday | go to 
work happy because 
| love these people. 
They’re like a family 
to me. 

CS: Going into the 
third season what 
should fans expect 
of Susan Ivanova? 
CC: My character 
is going to be 
involved with Epsilon 
3, the planet below 
us, learning the 
ancient secrets 
from Draal. I'm going to be doing a lot 
more "humane" activities, diplomatic, tak- 
ing care of people, getting them fed. She 
will also have a new romantic interest, a 
Ranger, | finally get a boyfriend! I'll be sort 
of the "Mother Theresa" in space (heh, 
heh). I'll be working a lot more with people 
in need and I'll be traveling outside 
Babylon 5, | believe. 

CS: How has the world changed for you 
since you came aboard Babylon 5? 

CC: It’s become a lot bigger, | suppose. 
Doing the conventions and traveling and 
meeting people that are science fiction 
fans has been great in my opinion, 
because | didn’t know anyone who was a 
science fiction fan before. | think they're 
really interesting, nice, kind people, and 
it's opened my eyes certainly. It’s been 
nothing but a benefit. | love BABYLON 5,

P ‘95 was held August 18 - 20 at 
the very popular con hotel, the Red Lion 
Inn San Jose, California. My compadre’ Alec 
and | jumped in the car Thursday night to trav- 
el the 400 plus miles to San Jose to attend 
what was to be a con of less than epic propor- 
tions. Arriving past 11 pm, we weren't sur- 
prised to see nothing going on.

The #1 web site for B5 is the Hyperion site.

This site, if not the first, was 
among the first sites to start providing pictures 
of cast members, the station, starfuries, etc. 
Graphics are just part of what's available, howev- 
er. From the hyperion site, you can learn just 
about everything there is to learn about BABY- 
LON 5. Stephen Grimm, Lee Whiteside, Dan 
Wood and others have gathered information 
about all the episodes, all the characters, some 
information about how the show is produced 
and created. They also have a list of other 
resources available on the Internet. 

Hyperion is such a great source of informa- 
tion because it has a sort of one-stop-shopping 
atmosphere. If you are looking for a list of con- 
ventions, you can find them under other 
resources. If you are looking for newsletters and 
other publications related to BABYLON 5 - 
again, they are under other resources. 

Yahoo is another good site, not just for BABY- 
LON 5 material, but for just about anything. It 
truly is a web site and the spiders were working 
overtime. You can find information on many dif-

Babylon 5. Chief of security Michael Garibaldi is suspicious of his 
arrival. As Garibaldi is discussing this character with Captain John 
Sheridan Talia Winters walks into the room. Stoner turns out to be Talia's 
ex-husband, she is disturbed by his arrival. She explains to Sheridan that 
during her first year in the Psi Corps Academy she was assigned to an 
advanced trainee who was to oversee her development - it was Stoner. 
Psi Corps decided that the two were genetically compatible to produce a 
telepathic child with an equal or greater power then the two of them. 
Shortly after their marriage Talia and Stoner realized that it was a mis- 
take. Stoner, who had connections that Psi Corps did not want to talk 
about, somehow was able to leave the organization and shortly thereafter 
had their marriage annulled. 

Commander Susan Ivanova is summoned by Delenn to her quarters. 
Delenn is upset about the condition of her hair, which is in a unmanage- 
able state. Ivanova offers her assistance and explains that it has to be 
washed with soap and water, not the chemical stripper that Minbari use to 
cleanse themselves with. 

Londo’s three wives — which he has nicknamed Petulance, Famine and 
Death - have arrived on Babylon 5 to partake in the 30th anniversary cele- 
bration of his Ascension Day. As a gift the Centauri emperor has granted 
Londo the right to divorce two of his wives from the prearranged mar- 
riages, under the condition that he must keep one for diplomatic reasons. 
The other two would loose all financial assistance from him. He must now 
decide which one of his three wives he must keep: Daggair, who is conniv- 
ing and thrives on material wealth; Mariel, who is unfaithful and is drawn 
to men of power; Timov, who is forthright and speaks venomously to 
Londo. 

Garibaldi approaches Stoner as he is attempting to sell a Centauri arti- 
fact to a trader in the Zocalo. Stoner produces documents giving him the 
right to possess the ancient figure. Garibaldi warns him not to harass 
Talia. 

Talia runs into Stoner. He tells her that he was able to get out of the Psi 
Corps because he lost his telepathic abilities, and promises her that she 
can do the same. He explains that the Psi Corp was testing drugs on him 
that were supposed to enhance his abilities - instead the drugs scrambled 


them. Garibaldi puts Stoner under watch. 

At Londo’s commemorative ceremony Mariel gives Londo a gift . . . the 
relic which she had purchased at the trader’s booth. As Londo is holding it 
red beams of light are emitted from the figures eyes and strike him, knock- 
ing him out. Londo is taken to medlab. Dr. Stephen Franklin finds out that 
his metabolism is accelerating exponentially. If Londo dies all wives will have 
a financially secure future since his divorce decree was not official yet. 

Stoner is questioned about the relic. He had dug it up on an abandoned 
Centauri colony in sector 127. It is figured that after the Narns had driven 
out the Centauri they rigged traps, the relic being one of them. It is 
guessed that when the artifact was to come in contact with Centauri 
chemistry the rays are emitted. Stoner seems unconcerned, Garibaldi fig- 
ures that he has an ace up his sleeve. 

Timov decides that she is willing to donate blood to Londo, she has the 
same type which is rare on Babylon 5. She tells Franklin that Londo must 
not know who the donor is, she does not want his false gratitude. After 
Londo comes too and Timov leaves he tells Franklin that Timov is the 
worst of the lot. Franklin replies, “Stick it!” 

Talia decides that she doesn’t want to leave Psi Corps, she is what she 
is. Stoner tells her that she is coming with him . . . she agrees. He then 
tells security officer Lou Welch, who is keeping him under guard, to 
arrange for transportation off of the station. Welch complies. As they 
leave the brig Garibaldi jumps out at Stoner and knocks him unconscious, 
releasing Welch and Talia from his spell. 

Mariel meets with G'Kar, who had figured out that she had planned to 
kill Londo. After they raise their glasses in a toast he warns her that 
Londo may eventually figure this out for himself. 

Psi Corp orders that Stoner is turned over to them on the next shuttle 
that leaves the station. Sheridan and Garibaldi figure the experiments that 
were done on him made him an empath. and he was still a telepath. They 
think that if the public knew that Psi Corp were carrying out experiments 
of this kind they would become upset so it was kept it a secret. Psi Corps 
hoped that Stoner and Talia would eventually get back together and pro- 
duce children. 

Londo picks Timov as his wife. He explains that he will always know 
where he stands with her, even if she doesn't love him. 

Delenn thanks Ivanova for her help and mentions another problem - she 
is getting strange abdominal cramps. 

Matthew Stoner was played by Keith Szarabajka, Timov by Jane Carr, 
Daggair by Lois Nettleton, Mariel by Blair Valk, and the Trader by Carel 
Struycken.
